H0EE5CA1IN : Rf is a 27 year old watchmaker from near BRESLAU who volunteered 
for the GAP in 1936. Ho has always served in the sigs branch. 

He has worked As a teleprinter mechanic since 1940. He deserted 
because he had strong sympathies for the Greeks, whom he says he 
helped to listen in to Allied broadcasts. FW talked willingly. 

He is being evacuated to UK for further specialised interrogation. 
Reliability : Fairly good. 



MaNSFELD : H is a 27 year old commercial student from BORSIGWERK (Silesia) who 
was in GAP sigs from Apr 39 till Sep 44, when he transferred to 
the paratroops. He has not been engaged on teleprinting since 
JUl 44, and his knowledge on technical natters iB not nearly so 
good as that of EOFESSAHN. Although a deserter he attempted to 
be secure. 

Reliability : Fair

HQFESnANN could give mftn only on 4- Coy. Tina was responsible for 
maintaining communications for the Luftgau HQ m ATHENS. W know no details of this, 
as he "sas employed only on the maintenance of the TP r, a. chines employed. Only one 
TP exchange yas maintained by the Coy, in ATHENS, with 15 machines. Ten of these 
were used for clear transmission (made by LORENZ or SIELJNS) and five for enciphered 
transmission (T-52, types "Ca" and "D"). These macnines transmitted by line to an 
HV atn, from Which the latter means was used. The receiving stn vpxb an RV stn, 
from which a line led to a TP stn proper. For further details on TP equipment and 
its use see para 5- 

* telephone exchange was also -aamtained- by the Coy. The teleprinter 
exchange also had a branch >/hich sent out met bulletins (\rETTERUNIfiCHREIB ZEHTR-UjE). 



4-. IDENTIFICATIONS 

(a) 18 GAF* Special Sorvioo Sigs Coy (mot) 

According to i&NSFELD, who was with this unit in SEANCE from JUl to 
Sep 44, it is independent and does not form part of a bn or regt. It came under 
connand< of the GBdL. Before moving to TRANCE it rfas stationed at DOEBSRITZ, and. came 
under command of Night Fighter Cominand. In TRANCE its prime function was to be the 
establishment of communications for fighter and fighter-bomber ae rod romes; the TP 
dets of the Coy (see below) ’.fere equipped with special vehicle? (SPEZIAL ViAGEI 1 ) and 
could be used as mobile TP stns to be sot up at speed on aerodromes. In fact the 
Coy was employed on maintaining communications for 5 Para lav. 

The Coy consisted of three platoons, with a total strength of same 
150 all ranks. 1 and 2 Pis were NT and telephone construction pis, 3 Pi was a 
TP/telephone pi. 

3 Pi had the following TP equipment: 

Three TP vans, two of them with two TP machines, made by SIEMENS, for 
strip transmission (SPRUfGSCHREIBER) in clear; 
one of them v/ith two TP machines (type T-52 "Ca") 
for enciphered transmission. 

One exchange van, with one TP maohine with exchange auxiliary; 

one receiving machine; 

one reserve TP roa chine for clear transmission. 



(b) 2 GAF Special Service Sigs Coy 

liANSTELD heard that this Coy, presumably of the same type as the 
above, was stationed somewhere near the Channel coast in early summer 44. No further 
detail? available. 

5. TP EQUIPMENT (HOFEKANN) 

PU knew of the following machines - for those in use in his unit see 

para 3. 

(a) t- 36 : Made by LORENZ/S IEMENS. A strap printing .ia chine, on the system 

known as MOKRUM-ICLEINSCHMinr, and known as a STREIFENSCHREIBER 
or SHIINGSCHBSIBER. 

(b) T-52 : Four types of machine, node during the war, by LQREHV'SIEijBNS, 

all capable of transmitting in clear or m cipher. 

Types were : 

"A und B" 

"Ca" or "Caesar" 

"D" or "Doxa" 

"E" or "Emil", a typo which is said to be the latest 
available and to be used by the Navy. 

Some of these machines are fitted out as page teleprinters 
(BLATTSCHREIBER) instead of as strip teleprinters (SPRING or 
STHEITEN SCHREIBER).

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' (c) SAEGEFI3CK : Fif knew this to be the cover name for the wireless tele- 

» printer, though hJ has no detailed knowledge of its working* 

SAEGEFISCH is also the cover name for a WT/TP atn. 

Note : HOFFMANN states that the "ca" and n D" can be used for RV corns* 

Two stns can also communicate when one is equipped with the W A und 
B" and the other with the "Ca", though a ^Ca" at one end cannot 
communicate v/ith a rt L" at the othor. The SAEGEFISOH oan also be 
used for transmitting "D" traffic. 

Testing and modifying of TP equipment, e.g. changing “Ca" to "D" 
or "D n to "E", is earned out at the special workshops (SQNIER- 
WERKSTATT) of the GAR Sigs School at HALLS, a. S. (Map ref :

6. TF EQUIPMENT (LSANSEELD)

(b) The type of TF apparatus used by the Reichspo&t on trunk lines was 
capable of passing 260 oonvorsaxions over the same line. 

(c) BOA 12 TF set 

This is capable of passing 12 conversations over the same line. Said 
to be *’_meilcan mads. No further details available* 



7. TP PROCEDURE AND SECURITY 

(a) TP Stn Names and Code Procedure 

According to IvuJTSFELD each GAF TP stn is given a four-letter name, 
the first letter for which is always L for LUFTWAFFE, the second the initial letter 
of the location of the stn, tho third and fourth indicating the HQ served by the stn# 
Thus, LBRL is the atn of the BERLIN air Ministry, where L=LUETWAFFE, B=BCRLIN, 
RL=REICESIBEEMEIISTERIUH. 

TP exchanges (VERMITTLUIiG-EN) have five letters in their designation, 
winch always begin with VL. Other-vise letters are allotted on the above basis* 

Ffif stated that Q groups were always used and that their clear meaning 

nelter changes* 



(b) TP Security m GREECE 

HOFFMANN stated that in 4 Coy 40 GAF Sigs Regt TP transmssion in cipher 
was done according to regulations laying down security measures for the traffio. 
Monthly tables were issued giving the combinations of settings and connections for 
the various adjustable parts of the equipment* Settings were changed daily at 
0900 hra. The officer i/c TP corans kept the schedule for the month m hie security 
box and issued operators with a strip with daily settings every morning.
